STIGLETS/RICHARDS 
A SPECIAL COLLECTION 


The Stiglets/Richards collection is a composite of personal 
and business records and papers, photographs, and artifacts 
from John and Victoria Richards Stiglets, their children, and 
family connections. The materials in this collection were the 
possessions of Althea Stiglets Arnold (1897-19387), daughter of 
John and Victoria. The collection was donated to the Biloxi Public 
Library by her son, Robert E. Arnold, in the summer of 1990. 

John Stiglets (1855-1930), son of Vicent Stiglets (1805-1893) 
and Felice Ladner (1824-1896), was born on the Biloxi River in ~ 
the Lorraine community of Harrison County. He married Victoria 
Richards (1866-1947), daughter of Moses Richards (1831-1925) and 
Martha Ann Bennett Fayard (1841-1917), of the same area. John 
Stiglets, a sea captain, worked with his brothers in the operation 
of Stiglets Landing on the Biloxi River at Coalville (Woolmarket). 
John and Victoria made their home with their 7 children on Main 
Street (Pass Road) in Handsboro. 

Stiglets Landing was founded on the Biloxi River after the 
Civil War by John Stiglets' brother, Captain Joseph Marion Stiglets. 
He was aided in the business by his five brothers, captains of his 
fleet of five sailing schooners. At the height of the early lumber 
industry, Joseph Stiglets employed 500 men in logging and shipping. 
Goods such as resin, turpentine, beeswax, charcoal and wool were 
brought from as far away as 100 miles around in ox-drawn freight 
wagons over the old Augusta-Caravan Route to Stiglets Landing. 
There, the goods were loaded aboard the Stiglets schooners and 
exported to New Orleans and Mobile. Lumber from Stiglets' sawmills 
was shipped to the port on Ship Island and exported out to the 
world. At Stiglets' general store at the Landing, food staples, 
household goods, and tools could be purchased, or traded for the raw 
products from the pine forest. For the trader who had come a long 
way, Stiglets Landing provided a hot meal and a place to bed down 
for the night. Stiglets Landing was a booming business until the 
depletion of the pine forest andthe advent of the Gulf & Ship Island 


Railroad made commercial river transportation obsolete.

Today it is occupied 
by Lewis and Dani Tillson. 


Mr. Stiglets was a merchant shipper 
and operated 6 schooners from his 
docks and warehouse located on the 
shore of Stiglets Lake. The family store 
was also nearby. Each summer and 
fall, this site bustled with activity as it 
became the wool market for a large : 
area of South Mississippi. 


Throughout the year, naval! stores, 
farm produce, pecans, charcoal and 
other items were shipped from this 
point. Early this century the railroad 
signaled the passing of the schooners. 
The wool market, once held in this 
quiet setting, passed away as well.
